‘young people who attend school 


'; with the objective of entering one 


of the professions, and the com- 
parative few of them who gradu- 


ate from college. 


He pointed out that those who are 
eliminated in the process of school- 
ing, are not, then, college trained, 
and are trained for nothing in par- 
ticular; and further, that the pro- 
fessional fields open to those who 
do graduate from college are all 
ready crowded. 

Dr. Rutledge advised that “the 
family” more times than not, makes 
a mistake in trying to make a law- 
yer or a doctor or a dentist out of 
a boy whose natural bent is toward 
carpentering or welding and urged 
that parents, particularly mothers, 
should take care that as the youth 
| matures he has the freedom to de- 
velop into an adult rather than be- 
ing too long “tied to mother’s apron 
Strings.” 

There are lots of jobs today for 
trained men, far more than the Na- 
tion can supply immediately, Dr. 
Rutledge said. He cited a number of 
instances in which students at the 
junior college trained in certain 
fields have been given certain cred- 
its by the school to qualify them for 
diplomas in order that they might 
leave school before the end of the 
term to accept work in the special- 
ized fields where industry is liter- 
ally crying for workers. 

He declared that for the junior 
college student who does not in- 
tend to transfer to an institution of 
higher learning, it is his view that 
it makes no difference to the school 
whether the student has earned the 
credits to claim a diploma if it ap- 
pears that the student is trained in 
;a trade and is qualified to accept 
proffered employment in that trade. 

Looking to the future, with a brief 
reference to the international un- 
| settlement of the present. Dr. Rut- 
ledge forecast a strong industrial 
economy in which there will con- 
tinue to be jobs for trained work- 
crs as fast as they can be qualified 
to enter the industrial field.
